EDITORIAL NOTES. 

The San Francisco Daily Report 
describing the Chinese quarter in that 
city says: “There are premises all 
over and all through Chinatown not 
one of which would exist were the 
health authorities ordinarily vigilant 
and in earnest, and yet they exist by 
the hundred—vile dens under ground 
and over ground, noisome with run- 
ning filth o1 filth in pools and heaps; 
full of the most loathsome vermin ; 
the walls black and actually ragged 
with great loose patches and strings 
of filth. There are also rows of houses, 
with the painted face and the foul 
tongue of a prostitute at every door; 
gambling dens by the dozen at every 
turn; fires blazing: against the wood 
wherever the Chinamen like to put 
them; opiu.n dens on every street and 
“alley, and a gang of worthless ‘‘spe- 
cials’’ with stars under their coats and 
almost equally worthless ‘‘ regulars ” 
with stars upon their coats, lounging 
around and seeing it all and knowing 
it all and doing nothing. Some day 
the people of this city will awake to 
the condition of Chinatown as they} * 
never have awoke before, and then 
there will be a manitestion of in- 
dignation and a resolute carrying out 
of reforms such as this city has never 
seen and hardly dreamed of.” 


In order to convey some definite 
idea of the vastness of the immigra- 
tion to this country, the New York 
Commercial Bulletin says: Within 
three years the number arriving here 
equals the population of Denmark; it 
is 300,000 greater than the pepulation 
of the Kingdom of Greece, nearly half 
as large as the population of Holland 
or Portugal, ani nearly three-fourths 
as large as the population of the Swiss 
Republic. It is as.large as the white 
population of these thirteen colonies 
in 1774. 


It is said that it costs the Govern- 
ment $2,515,939 a year to execute its 
printing. The census has made an 
enormous amount of work the past 
- year, but, nevertheless, the establish- 
ment is too costly. The maps, charts 
and engravings cost us $217,414. There 
is spent $900,000 for letter—heads, 
binding, blanks, etc.; $25,000 for 
printing eulegies, and $200,000 for 
Le Duc’s agricultural reports, which 
are read by no one, and which general- 
. ly find the stove.

The Latest irish Ai Assassination. 
New York, June 20. 

The Herald says of the newest Irish 
assassination: A card upon the place 
of business of Thomas Bourke at 531 
Hudson street yesterday morning bore 
the notice, ‘‘ Closed in consequence 
uf the death of Walter M. Bourke.” 
The brother of the murdered man said 
the murdered brother had been edd- 
cated at Trinity College, and went to 
India, where he was made Advocate of 
Calcutta. He amassed a fortune in 
India. During the famine he gave 
employment to sitxy or seventy men 
when he had nothing for them to do. 
“I may safely say he spent more than 
his entire income in endeavoring to 
relieve the sufferings caused by the 
famine, and yet on that very spot 
where he had done bis best to help 
people he was basely murdered. Up 
to the time I left Ireland there was 
not a single man evicted. I. have 
known him to entirely forgive non- 
payment of rental.” 


Bank Robbers Secured. 
Sr. Louis, June 10. 

A special to the Republican gives 
particulars of the capture of the Brook- 
field robbers: Marshal McArthur of 
Brookfield, with a posse, started after 
the robbers within an hour after the 
robbery was committed and tracked.
